According to COS records, there is no indication that the above listed docu- 
ments were forwarded to Headquarters * As you know, this information "as once 
considered sufficients derogatory by CDOPAL in that it night have obstructed 
Subject* s emigration to tlie United States, As a result, proper action was 
initiated by KUDAHIC, via nil! tar;- channels, to liave this adverse information 
stricken from official CDOPAL records. However, with the receipt of STJT-7U;3, 
it appears that his Abirehr tie is still considered to be derogatory.

The two doeurants effecting the deletion of the derogatory information are 
dated 22 and 23 July 1951 respectively). According to STUT-7hlO, the visa 
check conducted in August 1951, uncovered derogatory information, viz., his 
Abwehr service.

1* During Michael KORZAN* s orocessing for emigration to the 
U.S., the Visa Section CIC, Region U, Munich in June 1950 received 
information from their Central Registry in Stuttgart that KORZAN had 
been an Abwehr agent. 




2. KORZAN joined the Abwehr at the instructions of the Ukrain- 
ian Resistance Movement whose sole aim is the destruction of the Soviet 
system and the independence of the Ukraine. All of KORZAN* s Abwehr 
service was performed on the eastern front against the Soviets* KORZAN 
has suffered personally at the hands of the Soviets. ^Eighteen of his 
relatives were deported to Si beria ip a broth er "was killed b y 

the NEVD in 19U1 and his family home in the Ukraine was confiscated by 
the Soviets. Another brother is serving with the Ukrainian underground 
in its fight against the Soviets. Therefore, his service with the Abwehr 
was dictated not by pro-German sentiments but by intense pro-Ukrainian 
and anti-Soviet feelings. 



3- KORZAN has been working for our organization since late 19U6 
and is our most valuable CE/CI source on Ukrainian affairs in Germany.
